Subject ; — Rules regarding Grants-in-ald to Societies atutfp 
Institutions ( doing research In the field of Social 
Sciences ) framed under Rule 12(a) of the Dele- 
gation of Financial Powers Rules, 1958 with the 
concurrence of the Ministry of Finance vide 
their U.O. No. 635/ E //-A/71, dated 4-3-1971. 

I. Eligibility 

1. A Society/institution shall be deemed to be eligible for 
grants-in-aid under these rules if — 

(a) it is of an aH-India character in the sense that its 
facilities will be open to students and social scien- 
tists in all parts of the country, its faculty is Select- 
ed on a nation-wide basis, and the core of its work 
is of national significance. 

(b) It should have been in existence for not less 
than five years; 

(c) It should not be eligible lor assistance from the 
U.G.C.; 

(d) It is registered under the Societies Registration Act 
of 1860 or as a Public Trust; and 

(e) It is adjudged as a society/institution of excellence 
in the field of Social Sciences on the basis of the 
standing and professional competence of its staff, the 
quantum and quality of its research output, its 
publications and its status in the profession by a 
Visiting Committee of social scientists consisting of 
ihe representatives of Government, UGC and the 
ICSSR. 

2. When a society/institution applies for the first time for 
a grant-in-aid under these Rules, Its request shall, after due 
scrutiny, be referred to a Visiting Committee which shall 
report on all matters referred to in Rule 1(e), its financial 
status, and such other additional matters as Government may 
direct. On receipt of the Report of the Committee, Govern- 
ment shall decide that the society/institution is/is not eligible 
for assistance under the scheme. 

II. Pattern & Types of Assistance 

3. Qrants-in-aid sanctioned under the scheme will cover 
assistance for : — 

(a) Development i.c. grants givenj during a plan period, 
on salaries and allowances of approved professional 
stall (including personnel of Library, Documenta- 
tion, etc. Services) and also for research fellowships 
and on capital expenditure for construction of build- 
ings and provision of equipment; and 

(b) Maintenance i.e. grants given for recurring expendi- 
ture on the same items as are mentioned in (a) 
above but only for posts and fellowships which have 
been in existence for a period of not less than five 
years and have been assisted under (a) above, 

4(1): The grant-in-aid sanctioned for any society/institutions 
under Rule 3 may be : 

(a) a lump sura grant for a specified period; or 

(b) a recurring grant at such percentage of its mainte- 
nance and developmental expenditure on professional 
staff and services as Government may, from time to 
time, determine, subject to a ceiling of fifty per cent 
of the approved expenditure. The grant will be 
further subject to a ceiling of Rs. 2.5 lakhs; Ot 

(c) Grants for capital expenditure not exceeding fifty per 
cent of the total cost, subject to a celling of Rs. One 
lakh. 

4(2) : Grants-in-aid for administrative expenditure will be 
given at 25 per cent of the approved expenditure, subject to a 
celling of Rs. 10,000 per annum. 

4(3) : Research or other projects which are eligible for 
assistance from the schemes of the ICSSR will not be assisted 
under this scheme.

— Government has been pleased 
to make the following rules for grants-in-ald to Societies/ 
Institutions doing research in the field of Social Sciences. 
Thev will come into force immediately. 


5. Grants-in-ald, recurring (maintenance and development) 
and capital, may be sanctioned to society/institution after a 
security of the following documents : — 

(a) Annual Report for the preceding year and a Pro- 
gramme of Activities For the current year; 

(b) Audited statement or accounts for the preceding 
three years and budget estimates for the current 
year, including a statement on utilisation of grants 
already sanctioned; 
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(c) Plans, estimates, etc, for construction of building; 

(d) Lists of equipment proposed to be purchased with 
prices; 

O) A detailed description of the project/scheme for 
which assistance is sought alonp wilh its duration, 
plan pi' implementation, and objects; 

(f) Financial stalement of the project/scheme giving 
item-wise details of recurring and non-recurring 
expenditure separately and sources from which 
funds are proposed to he raised; and 

6. (a) The recurring grant which includes maintenance 
and development grants, due to be paid in a year shall he 
paid in quarterly instalments. 

(b) The first instalment Lo be paid in April shall be for 
a period of wto months. The second Instalment will be paid 
in July after the institution submits at least unaudited state- 
ments of accounts. 

(c) The Society/Institution shall forward to Government, 
before the end of October, (i) an audited statement of 
accounts for the preceding year ending March 31. and (ii) a 
statement certified by its Head showing accounts of receipts 
and expenditure for the preceding two quarterly instalments, 

(d) The third instalment of the grants will be paid In the 
month of November. In regard to this instalment, if there 
are any items regarding which a clarification is required, the 
amount asked for by the society/institution W>11 be reduced 
to the extent of the amount in respect of which such clarifica- 
tion has been asked. 

f c) The fourth instalment would be paid in the month of 
February. * 

(f) Before the fourth instalment is paid, the societv/institu- 
tion shall furnish a statement of accounts against the grants 
given during the last three quarters and an estimate of expen- 
diture for the remaining period of the financial year. Any 
adjustments found necessary after sanction of the grants for 
the first three quarters as a result of the audited accounts or 
for other reasons may he made while sanctioning the final 
instalment of the grant. 

fg) The capital grants sanctioned shall be paid, as and 
when necessary, depending upon the progress of the work. 

IV. Conditions of Assistance : General 

7. The society /institution should exercise the utmost 
economy in their working .as also in respect of expenditure 
from the grants for buildings and equipment. 

X. All expenditure to be met out of the grants shall he 
sanctioned by the Governing Body of the society/institution 
or other duly constituted body which is authorised to sanction 
such expenditure or by th e officers of the society/institution 
within the limits of specific authority delegated to them. 

9. Grants under a particular head shall not be utilised f or 
a purpose other than that for which it is intended except with 
the previous approval of Government. 

10. Where a grant has been given by Government under 
specific conditions accepted by a society /institution shall, if It 
does not comply with these conditions, be liable to refund the 
grant already received in such manner as may be required by 
the Government which may also stop any further grant to the 
society /Institution . 

11. The scales of salaries and allowances of the staff of the 
society /institution shall be on the basis approved bv the 
University Grants Oomsimslon or Government of Tndia, as 
the case may he. 

12. There should be equal opportunity of employment for 
men and women of all States on the staff of the society/insti- 
tution Anpointmcnts shall be made hy a duly constituted 
Selection Committee appointed hy the management of the 
society /institution. 

13. Where n grant has been given to a society /institution 
for Research Fellowships, the rules regarding the Fellowships 
shall be approved by Government. The names of selected 
Fellows shall be intimated to Government frotri time to time 
and the progress reports of their work shall be submitted to 
Government ar required. 

14. Where buildings are to be constructed with the aid of 
Government, the plans and estimates thereof thereof should 
receive their prior approval, and their officers shall have 
right of inspection of the work at every stage. 


15. Orders for the purchase of equipment for which a 
grant-in-aid is sanctioned .‘hail, unless a strong justification 
can be provided otherwise, be placed within the country and 
imports shall be limited to the inescapable items which are 
n-jt available locally. Prior concurrence of Government shall 
be obtained for placing orders with foreign firms. 

1 6. All assets (which expression shall include all buildings 
and pieces o£ equipment costing more tha^i Rs. one thousand 
each ) shall be deemed to be the property of Government 
held bv the society/institui; on in Trust. The institution shall 
maintain n register of such assets in the prescribed form and 
shall furnish a copy to the Government. These shall not be 
mortgaged, sold, transferred or otherwise alienated in any 
manner without the approval of Government. Government 
shall also have the right to take them back into its possession 
if they are n,o longer needed by the society/institution for its 
use or claim refund of the grant-in-aid paid to the society/ 
institution. 

17. Before the drawal of grants, the institution shall 
execute a bond in the prescribed form. 

18. The institutions receiving grants-in-aid under this 
Scheme shall submit an achicvement-cnm-performance report 
every year in the prescribed form. Government will also 
arrange periodical reviews of the work of the institutions 
assisted under the Scheme, provided that one such review 
shall be held in a period o ’ five years. 

19. It shall be obligatory on institutions to surrender any 
unspent balance of the grant after expiry of the period within 
which the grant is required to be spent. 

20. The provision of Rules 148 to 151 of the G.F.R and 
of the Ministry of Finance O.M. No. ll(39)-F.11(a)/56 
dated 4-1-57 to the effect that recurring grant of Rs, 1.00 
lakh or above and a non-rt curring grant exceeding Rs. 5.00 
lakhs he sanctioned subject to the condition that the accounts 
of the grantee will be open to test-check by the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General of India at his discretion, should be 
followed for payment of gri nts under these Rules. 

V. Conditions of Grants-ln aid : Special 

21 A society/institution which receives a recurring grant 
of Rupees one lakh or more shall be subject to the following 
additional conditions : — 

(a) The society/institution shall constitute a Finance 
Committee of which the Internal Financial Adviser of the 
Ministry of Education & Yputh Services (or his representa- 
tive) shall be a Member. The Finance Committee shall meet 
in August or September eath year to formulate the budget 
proposals of the soeietv/institxmons for the ensuing year; and 
(be proposals approved by the Finance Committee shall be 
sent to the Ministry of Education & Youth Services not later 
than 30th September; 

fb) The ICSSR shall nominate two representatives on the 
Governing Body of the Society/institutions; 

(c) The constitution of' the society/institution shall be got 
approved by Government dnd the society/institution shall 
agree not to make any chaige therein without the prior 
approval of Government; arjd 

(d) The working of a society /institution receiving a grant 
under this scheme shall be periodically reviewed in such 
manner as Government may direct. 

VI. Withdrawal of Assistance 

22. If a society/institutiofi declared to h c eligible under 
Rule 2 ceases to fulfil the conditions of eligibility laid down 
in Rule 1, or persistently violates any of the conditions of 
grants-in-aid, Government may, after giving due notice to the 
society/institution, declare tie society/institutions as ineligi- 
ble to receive assistance under these Rules and may pass such 
orders as it max> deem neceisary regarding the disposal of the 
assets created under grants-in-aid given earlier to the society/ 
institution.
